Veto Would Mean Loss of 
Greatly Needed Funds 
to Many of State’s Lead- 
ing Institutions. 


Bills involving appropriations of 
approximately $600,000, passed by the 


legislature at the session which 
closed Wednesday night, probably will 
be vetoed by Governor Walker be- 
cause of unconstitutionality of amend- 
ments, it was indicated Thursday. 
This action would affect the defi- 
ciency appropriation for the Georgia 
School of Technology, a large appro- 
priation to the state sanitarium at 
Milledgeville, a deficiency appropria- 
tion to the University of Georgia, and 


badly needed appropriations to other 
schools and institutions. 

Governor Walker stated that his | 
enly hesitancy in using his veto pow- 
er is because he cannot kill the amend- 
ments without killing the entire bill. 
If he does affix his signature, he ex- 
plained, it will be only because the 
appropriations set forth in the origz- 
inal bills are needed so badly. He 
stated definitely, however, that he 
never again will consider signing such 
measures, even in the event that he 
does on this occasion, an served 
warning to future legislatures to that 


effect. 


Must Start in House. 

Several reasons for the unconstitu 
iionality of the bills were given. In 
the first place, the constitution states 
that all appropriaticns must originate 
in the house, and amendments by the 
senate making appropriations to in- 
stitutions other than those named in 
the original house bill virtually con- 
stitute a new measure. 

To be legally passed, an “aye” and | 
“nay” roll call must be taken on every 
separate measure, and that was not 
done when the house concurred in 
senate amendments at the Wednesday 
right session. Furthermore, a ma- 
jority of total number of members of 
the house must be obtained to make 
passage of appropriation bills lawful. 
As there are 206 member: of the 
house, this would mean a bill must 
be favored by at Ieast 104. As there 
were few more then that number 
present at the session when the 
amendments were concurred in, none 
of the bills reccived the required 104 
although each measure Was 
passed by a majority of the house 
members present. 

To Confer With Napier. 

he governor has until Monday to 
act on the measures, and it is prob-| 
able that he will confer with Attorney | 
General George M. Napier, regarding | 
eonstitutionality of the amendments 
before arriving at his final decision. 

Vetoing of all appropriation bills 
amended by the senate would mean 
nullification of practically all work 
done by appropriations cowmitiees of 
hoth the house and senate during the 
session, as only a small number of 
house bills were passed by the sen- 
ate without amendment. On the other 
hand, senate amendments practically 
double the amount of appropriations 
as set forth in the origina) house bills. 

Representative Culpepper, of Fay- 
ette. chairman of the house appropria- 
tions committee, fought the plan of 
concurring in senate amendments with- 
out taking a roll call on every bill, 
He explained the unconstitutionality 
ef the procedure, and maie every ef- 
fort possible to put the amendments 
to a legal vote. He was ably as- 
sisted by Representative Barrett, of 
Stevens. 

Twenty Bills Affected. 

While nearly 20 appropriations are 
affected, the largest, and therefore the 
mast important, are deficiency appro- 
priations to Georgia Tech and the

Washington, August 14.—In state- 
ly Memorial Continental hall, Pres- 
ident Coolidge tonight formally ac- 
cepted his nomination as the presi- 
dential candidate of the republican 
party. 

The nominee definitely opened his 
campaign with a recital of the ac- 
conmrplishments of the administration 
and a promise of “a government of 
common sense,” 

Honesty and economy in the govern- 
ment at home and peace abroad we-e 
set forth by the president to his au- 
tience of party leaders and the -gen- 
ral public as principles on which he 
will seek election. 

The intense heat of the past few 
weeks had given way to moderate, 
even cool temperature, and President 
Covlidge, dressed in a formal cutaway 
coat, was comfortably at ease as he 
delivered -his address, which was 
punctuated by characteristic, short, 
pointed sentences.

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ABOUT JOINING LEAGUE 


Williamstown, Mass., August 14.— 
Germans are not eager to join the 
Jeague of nations, Dr, Moritz J. Bonn, 
f.nancial adviser to the government 
at Berlin, declared at an open dis- 
evesion of the lengue today at the 
Institute of Politics. 

“The league is an inetrumext of 
iniquity to many. Germans,” Dr. 
Bonn said in 1:eply to a question as 
to when his country would join the 
organization. Kxplaining to his au- 
dience, whieh comprised almost the 
entire membership of the institute, 
that he had akyays been an advocate 
of the league, the speaker asserted 
that it wag useless to try to convince 
Germany of the justice of the par- 
tition of U Silesia. ° 

In addition, he asserted, the peo- 
ple consider the Treaty of Versailles 
radically opposed to the terms of the 
armistice, which, he said, they con- 
sider sacred. 

“The treaty containg the statement 
that Germany alone is responsible for 
the war,” Dr. Bonn said, “and the 


ple fear that fur them te join the 
eague might »e considered a. volun- 
tary nowledgement of their guilt. 

“TTle German people are rot » acme 
iy elated at the prospect of being 
treated in the league ae the equal of 
states like Haiti and Hedjas; and, 
in addition, they are by no means cer- 
tain that it would be worth their 
while to join the league, even on 
terms of equality, when neither the 
United States por Russia are mem- 
bers.” 
Trade unionisia and the German 
working classes were the instruments 
by which democracy was saved and 
soviet rule averted, according to Dr. 
Bonn, who appeared before the in- 
stitute in a later lecture.

Mr. Citaivuwanu, siembers of the Com- 
mitiee, ludies and Gentlemen : 

You bring formal notice, Mr. Chair- 
man, of a nomination for president of 
the United States. Our system of 
Homiinations is not the outcome of 
chance, It is the product of experi- 
ence. Very early in their search for 
a sound method of self-government 
the American people discovered that 
the only practical way to secure re- 
sponsible political action was by the

Underneath and upholding political 
parties was, and is; the enduring prin- 
ciple that a true citizen of a real re- 
public cannct. exist as a segregated, 
unattached fragment of selfishness, 
but must live as a constituent part of 
the whole of society, in which he can 
secure bis own welfare only as he 
secures the welfare of bis fellow men. 

arty means political cooperation, 
not as an end in itself, bu® a means, 
an imstrument of government. If 
great moral principle

for its imtegrity, it cannot fail to 
sweep onward and upward, advancing 
always ‘steadily and surely, a mighty 
constructive force, a glorious bearer 


of progress. 
Accepts Party Nomination. 

That is what the republican party 
always has been and is today. In full 
éaith that such it will-continue to be, 
Seeply consciousgof the bigh honor it 
coufers anid the responsibility it im- 
poses, I accept its nomination for 
presiden: of the United States. 

In the history of our country Is 
recorded the public services rendered 
by our party for more than three- 
score years. That is secure. I pass 
on to the recent past and the present. 

It is easy to forget, but the im- 
pression which the condition of our 
country in March, 1921, made upon 
the people was so deep, so vivid, so 
alarming, that it will not soon pass 
away. (ver two years after the arm- 
istice we were still technically in a 
state of war. We had no diplomatic 
relations with Turkey, Greece, Russia, 


* Colombia. or Mexico, and the far east 


was causing grave apprehensions. In 
raising and expending for war a vast 
ampunt i money a reckless extrava- 
gance had come to characterize the 
administration of public affairs and 
was all too prevalent in private life. 


An enormous debt had been contract- 


ed. then standing at about $24,000,- 
000,000, of which more than $7,000,- 
000,000 was in short-time obligations 
without any provision for payment. 
Government bonds were far below par. 
The. high war-time taxes still bur- 
dened the people. 
Solved Post-War Problems. 

Demobilization and liquidation re- 
mained to» be completed. Huge ac- 
counts with the railroads were still 
unsettled. Transportation was crip- 
pled. Over $11,000,000,000 of un- 
liquidated debts were due ‘to us from 
foreign countries. The whole people 
were suffering from a tremendous de- 
flation. Our banks were filled with 
frozen assets, and everywhere acute 
financial distress existed. Interest 
was high. Capital was scarce. Ap- 
proximately 5,000, people were 
without employment. No adequate 
provision had been made for the relief 
of disabled veterans and their de- 
pendents, There was an avalanche of 
war-worn peoples and suddenly cheap- 
ened merchandise impending upon us 
from foreign lands. e great powers 
were still engaged in burdening their 
people by building competitive arma- 
ments. 

This steggering array indicates some 
of the major problems of this admin- 
istration. Perhaps in ‘no peace-time 
period have there been more remark- 
able and constructive accomplish- 
ments thaw since March, 1921. We 
have ratified separate treaties of 
world-wide importance with Germany, 
Austria, Hungary, Colombia and 
Mexico. Ferty-two other treaties 
have been.approved by the senate and 
six trenties are now awaiting its ac- 
tion. Friendly intercourse has been 
resumed with Turkey and Greece, and 
we have established our rights and 
insured peace in the far east and the 
Pacific ocean. Our foreign relations 
have been handled with a_ technical 
skill and a broad statesmanship which 


ithe friendshi 


likely to offend the sensibilities of the 
Japanese people. I did what I could 
ro minimize any harm that might 
arise. But the law has been passed 
and approved, and the incident tis 
rfosed. We must seek by some means 
besides immigration to demonstrate 
feel for the Japanese nation. 
Defends Immigration Law. 

Restricted immizration is not an 
offensive but a purely detensive ac- 
tion. It is not adopted in criticism 
of others in the slightest degree, but 
solely for the purpose of protecting 
ourselves. We cast no aspersions on 
any race or creed, but we must re- 
wember that every object of our in- 
stitutions of society and government 
will fail unless America be kept 
American. 

By means of a protective tariff 
we have saved American agriculture, 
tabor, and industry from the menace 
.f having their great home market 
destroyed through the dumping upon 
it of a flood of foreign products. Un- 
aer this wise policy we saw an eco- 
numie revival, and our people, as a 
whole, in marked distinction from suf- 
ferers from the financial distress and 
depression of other lands, have come 
into an era of prosperity and plenty. 
As a source of revenue the tariff sur- 
yussed all expectations-in producing 
an annual return of the unprecedented 
sum of about $550,000.000. A fiscal 
policy which places a large and much 
needed revenne in the public treas- 
ury, while stimulating business to a 
condition of abounding prosperity, de- 
fends itself against any criticism. Its 
merits are demonstrated by its re- 
sults. We have protected our own 
iuhabitants from the economic disas- 
rer of an invasion of too many for- 
eign people or too much foreign mer- 
chandise. — 

' Lauds Washington Conference. 

The people have never come to a 
full realization of the importance of 
the Washington conference, It pro- 
duced the one effective agreement 
among the great powers in all the his- 
tory of civilization for relieving the 
people of the earth from the enor- 
mous burden of maintaining compett- 
tive naval armaments. I do not Dbe- 
lieve any conference ever did more to 
promote the peace of the world. 1 
am perfectly sure that none ever did 
so much to reduce the cost of govern- 
ment. By removing causes of irrita- 
tion, in which lay the seeds of war 
iu the Far East, our own country re- 
ceived incalculable benefits. Only 
when that was done could disarma- 
ment follow. What had always be- 
fore failed, then became a_ success. 
4 policy was adopted which was more 
than revolutionary. It was sublime. 
It demonstrated at last that peace 
and good will are not vain illusions, 
but actual realities. The credit for 
the inception of this epoch-making pol- 
icy, and for its practical conclusion, 
is due to the initiative of American 
astatesmanship. 

These are some of the larger as- 
pects, though very incompletely de- 
picted, of what this administration 
has been doing to promote the wel- 
fare of the American people. A sur- 
vey of the economic condition of our 
country, the industrial peace which 
prevails, the mighty influence which 
our moral power exerts throughout 
the world all testify that it has not 
been without success. 

There are those who would: dis- 
regard all this for an undertaking to 
convince themselves and others that 
the chief issue of this campaign is 
honest government. In all my studies 
of political history I can not recall 
an administration which was desirous 
of a dishonest and corrupt government 
that, for the purpose of checking ex- 
travagance, ever undertook to intro- 
duce a budget system, to. cut down 
taxes, to purge the pay rolls, to make 
enormous reductions in the public 
debt, and to lay firmer foundations 
for the peace of the world. That is 
not the way of dishonesty. The gov- 
ernment is sound.

Sought Practical Peace. 

These ideals we have put into prac- 
tical application. We have sought to 
promote peace not only by word, but 
by apropriate action. We have been 
unwilling to surrender our independ- 
ence. We have refused to ratify the 
covenant of the league of nations. But 
we have cooperated with it to sup- 
press the narcotic trade and promote 
public health. We have every desire 
te help; but the time, place, and 
the method must be left to our own 
determination. Under our constitu- 
tion we cannot foreclose the right of 
the presidens or the congress to de- 
termine future’ problems when they 
arise. ‘we must necessarily proceed 
upon the principle of present coopera- 
tion without future entanglements. 

As peace weans fundamentally a 
reign of law, we propose to become 
a member of the permanent court of 
international justice. Such action 
would do wuch to indicate our de- 
termination to restrain the rule of 
force and svlidify and sustain the 
rule of reason among nations. 

We have observed with sympathy 
the continuing difficulties of Europe. 
We have desired to assist whenever 
we could do so effectively. Late in 
December. 1922, the secretary of state 
announced the American plan, which 
was finally adopted. Under it the 
reparations commission appointed a 
committee of experts. of which three 
were Americans, one of whom, Charles 
G. Dawes, was chosen chairman. A 
report has been made which received 
world-wide approbation and has been 
accepted in principle by the goveru- 
ments interested. At a conference of 
prime ministers held to work out the 
details of putting this plan into opera- 


Logan, to represent our government. 
Throuzhout all this course of events 
we helped in the only way we could 
help. 

Favors German Loan. 

T believe the substance af the plan 
ought to he adopted. By that test 
will be revealed whether Europe real- 
ly desires our cooperation. If Europe 
should agree to this proposal, then a 
private loan should be made by our 
citizens to Germany for the financial 
support of this undertaking. The 
governments interested should make 
necessary concessions for the security 
of such a lean. In my opinion such 
action, by stabilizing Europe, would 
result in Iinproving our own economic 
condition. Lut beyond that it is the 
duty of our people who have the re- 
sources to use them for the relief of 
war-stricken nations and the improve- 
ment of world conditions. 

As this is written, reports indicate 
that the plan of General Dawes will 
be adopted, and that the effort of 
America has made a tremendous con- 
tribution to the welfare, security and 
peace of the world. But I await the 
event. 

When the reparations plan is in 
operation, I shall deem it an appre- 
priate time to approach the great 
yuwers witha proposal for another con- 
ference for a further limitation of 
armaments and for devising plans for 
a codificaticn of international law. 1

Whep 
the revenue bill of 1921 was passed, 
sbolishing exvess profits and greatly 


ciately followed by a revival in busi- 
ness and an increase in the number 
uf large incomes, so that the govern- 
ment received nearly $100,000,00u 
more in taxes from those having 1n- 
comes of over $100,000 than under 
the hizher rates of the previous year. 
But rates were still too high, and all 
kinds of pusiness bezan to pause; ag- 
riculture especially felt their indirect 
sdverse effects. A new tax bill was 
passed this spring carrying - still 
further reductions, and under its ap- 
parent influence there seems to be 
the beginnings of another increase 
of prusperity. Good business is 
worth more to the small income tax- 
payer than a considerable percen- 
tage of tax reduction. 

Only about 3,500,000 people pay di- 
rect income taxes. The remainder 
pay, but pay indirectly, in the cost 
of all purchases, from a pair of 
shoees to a railroad ticker. This 
country has at least 107,000,000 of 
these indirect taxpayers: I am not 
Cisturbed about the effect on a few 
thousand people with large incomes 
tecause they have to pay hign surtax- 
es. They can take care of themselves 
whatever happens, as the rich always 
can. What concerns me is the indi- 
rect effect of high surtaxes on all the 
rest of the neople. Let us always re- 
rember the poor. Whatever cry the 
demagogue may make about his ability 
to tax the rich, at the end of the year 
it will always be found that the peo- 
ple as a whole have paid the taxes. 
We should, therefore, have a system 
of taxation under which the people as 
a whole are most likely to be prosper- 
ous. Our country will be better off 
if, disregarding those who appeal to 
jealousy and envy, it follows in taxa- 
tion and all else the straight path 
of justice.

STATE ASSEMBLY ADJOURNS 
AFTER ALL-NIGHT SESSION. 

Silence once again prevails in the 
legislative halls of Georgia following 
the longest last-right session in the 
history of the Georgia gencral assem- 
bly. Struggling to clear as many bills 
from its calendar as possible before 
firal adjournment, the house of repre- 
sentatives carried on the business of 
state until 6:10 o'clock Thursday 
morning—more than an hour longer 
than any Georgia legislature has ever 
remained in session on the last day. 
While the house debated legislation 
through the morning hours, the sen- 
ate, forced by the law of the state. 
waited idly, calendar clear, until the 
lower house was ready for adjourn- 
ment, 

The senate, during the early hours 
of the night, met and recessed period- 
ically, passing on any measures and 
amendments coming over from the 
heuse.

worked doggedly to clear up the re- 
maining importa»t measures on its 
calendar. Among the bills of state-

Appropriations Passed.

THE COOLIDGE KEYNOTE. 

Were conditions, which are 
known’ of all people, different, the 
acceptance address of President 
Coolidge would be regarded as 1 
strong campaign document and a 
vote-winning keynote. 

As it is, however, American Iinsti- 
tutions call for party government, 
and while President Coolidge speaks 
his own policies and his own con- 
victions, the records unmistakably 


prove that he cannot speak for his 
party which not only repudiated, 
through its control of congress, 
many of the outstanding principles 
he advocates, but stands convicted 
before the bar of public opinion 
for high crimes and yiolations that 
he personally decrys and denounces. 

Evidently realizing the wide 
chasm that developed between the 
president and the republican-con- 
twolled legislative branch of govern- 
ment and the weakness that such 
a situation presents, the president, 
speaking as a candidate, throws the 
whole emphasis of his address upon 
the personal pronoun—that is to 
say, what he, as an individual, sub- 
scribed to and supported. But the 
records develop that while he car- 
ried many of these issues direct toa 
congress, both houses of which 
were in control of his own party, he 
failed to receive the cooperation 
that made the attainment of his ob- 
jectives possible.

This has been occasioned, no 
doubt, by the unfortunate injection 
of politics into a controversy as tc 
whether the exercises should par- 
take of mifitary displays, indicative 
of preparations for further war, to 
which ultra-pacifists have objected, 
or simply evidences of patriotism 
on the part of men and women gen- 
erally acting in conjunction with 
recognized official and unofficial 
defense organizations. 

Not only is there nothing ob- 
jectionable in the plans, as proposed 
and which will be carried out, but 
there is every g6od reason why the 
whole nation should enter heartily 
and happily and certainly unreserv- 
edly in the program. 

As a part of the ceremonies tn 
each community it is proposed tv 
include patriotic music, an_ invo- 
cation for the continued peace and 
safety of the nation and a patriotic 
address by a selected speaker whose 
theme will be along the lines of 
the clause in the preamble to the 
constitution of the United States, 
“to provide for the national de- 
fense.”’ 

The event will provide tnstruc- 
tion for persons in the’ military 
service and also afford opportunity 
for patriotic assemblies, parades of 


local units of the army, state guards, | 
civic and war veteran societies, etc. 
accordingly as may be developed tn 
each community. 

Under direction of General D. C. 
Shanks, commanding the Fourth 
Corps area, with headquarters tn. 
Atlanta, the exercises in thls area, 
consisting of North and South Car- 
olina, Georgia, Florida, Tennessee, 
Alabama, Mississippi and Loulsiana, | 
will be held at a late hour tn the 
afternoon of September 12, In order 
to give opportunity for all those 
who feel so disposed to show their 
interest in the matter of national 
safety and their commendation of 
our national guard and reserve corps 
who have volunteered to defend 
their country in case of necessity.

This 
left two days to bring it to a vote in the 
house, which was never secured until about 
daylight Thursday morning, when it re- 
ceived 86 votes, without a dissenting vote 
being cast against it. 

I appeared before the rules committees 
on Tuesday morning, with an appeal that 
it be given a place on Tuesday’s calendar, 
which was done, but was piaced at the 
foot of the celandar for Tuesday, and, of 
course, Was never reached, 

I am satisfied if the bill had been put 
en passage at any time before 2 o'clock 
Thursday morning, it would have received 
the constitutional requirement 
of votes, and would be a law today.

HEALTH TALKS

The Bow-kgesed Bambino. 
Why are so many little bimbos 
bow-legged when they begin to walk? 
And why do most of these bow legs 
straighten out all right by the time 
the younsters get sense enough to 
renounce their allegiance to the wets 
and come over suiidly to the drys? 
The usual cause of bowing of the 
legs is rickets, and rickets is a dis- 
order of nutrition due in most cases 
to inadequate food, principally the 
use of artificial substitutes for nat- 
ural food, but also attributable to 
insufficient sunshine in the baby’s 
life. If you wanta have a healthy 
baby you've gotta see that he takes 
the air every day and let him have 
his fair share of sunlight on his 
naked skin. This does not mean 


the torture of sunburn ‘nor that it 
is right to leave the baby out where 
the direct sun can beat on his eyes, 
but merely that a reasonable amount 
of sun bathing is the best medicine 
in the world for babies in general 
and for rickety or malnourished ba- 
bies in particular. | 

It is the Insufficient amount of 
vitamin in the “store” or manufac- 
tured substitute that accounts for the 
development of some degree of rick- 
ets in so many infants of the uned- 
ucated classes. The uneducated class- 
es include many of our best families 
as much among the wealthier people 
in cities as among the poor people. 
The wealthier people perhaps do not 
let the disease progress so far un- 
treated. Pure raw milk, whether 
goat's or cow's, contains considera- 
ble vitamin which is destroyed or 
diminished by pasteurization or by 
hoiling or bw any other cooking pro- 
cess. Cod liver oi] (the plain stuff 
and not cuybody's special brand) 
is perhaps the richest pf all items 
in the vitamin which prevents and 
cures rickets. So, if the baby shows 
any sign of rickets it is wise to begin 
te give 5 er 10 drops of cod liver, 
oil in his bottle every day from the

Plans for a determined effort to 
route several thousand Maccabees of 
western states by way of Atlanta in 
the summer of 1925, when a Maccabee 
motorcade from all sections of the na- 
tion will move on Washington, D. C., 
for the national convention. took 
definite shape Thursday with the ap- 
pointment of M, D. Gleagon as traffic 
manager for Georgia. 

‘The new traffic manager is charged 
with mapping out plans for the Cali- 
fornia motorcade to proceed via At- 
lanta to Washingtoin in 1925.

Attempted Suicide 
Is Held No Crime 
By Virginia Judge 


Norfolk, Va., August 14.—Attempt- 
ing suicide is no crime in Virginia, 
Judge O. L. Shackleford, of the cor- 
poration court, ruled today in the 
appeal case of Samuel Eugene Bray, 
Jr., who had asked the court to quash 
a warrant charging him with at-

With the corn crop as a whole un- 
usually Jate and with the need of high 
temperatures thus greatly emphasized, 
an additional day of chilly weather 
was taken by many traders as point- 
ing to-increased likelihood of a much 
curtailed yield. Notwithstanding that 
no immediate positive damage resulted 
from frost, the suggestion of danger 
that much of the crop would never 
reach maturity led to an active buying 
movement which derived further im- 
petus- from the circumstances that 
country offerings to arrive were 
meager.

Accomplishments of the present city 
‘administration were reviewed in 
by Mayor Walter Sims in an 
ursday to 400 members of 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce at 
the regular weekly luncheon of the 

- Organization. 

“This administration took charge of 
civic affairs in January of 1923 witb 
“more than $340,000 of unpaid bills ac- 
- «eumulated between the previous Sep- 
tember and the end of the year and 
faced an immediate increase of sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars in fixed 
charges for interest and sinking fund 
on bonds which had been sold,” the 
-mayor stated. 

- “We were able to take care of all 
that unusual expense and wind up the 
first year with a clean sheet and with 
‘more public improvement § accom- 

lished than had been done in any 
year of the city’s history,” he said. 

. The mayor stressed the value of the 
‘economy program which he had in- 

augurated immediately on assuming 

the reins of office. Useless city em- 

‘ployees were dropped from the pay

FOR BONUS 1S URGED 


Washington, August 14.—(Special.) 
Senator George, of Georgia, urges that 
ex-service men in Georgia, who are 


entitied to the bonus, put im their ap- 
plications immediately, in a statement 
made here Thursday. 

“While service men have until Jaa- 
uary 1, 1926, to apply for adjusted 
compensation under the act of con- 
gress, which became a law on May 19. 
1924, yet it is most important that 
applications be made at once,” Sena- 
tor George said. 

“In case of death, before makinz 
application; only the amount of the 
adjusted service credit will be payable 
to the veteran’s dependent, instead of 
the face value of the certificate. I'he 
adjusted service credit is in nu case 
more than one-third of the face at 
the certificate. Therefore, in event of 
death before making application, ihe 
veteran’s dependent will get abvut 
only one-third of what the dependent 
would have received if the application 
had been made by the veteran. 

“Dependents of deceased veteraus 
sre entitled to make application, but 
they will receive only the ‘etarn’s 4¢- 
tual service credit. If the veteran 
is dead, the widew or widower, should 
apply. If dead, the children; if no 
widow, widower, or children, the morh- 
er; if the mother is dead. the father. 
Applications will be furnished by any 
postmaster.”

Compulsory School

gion here today. The letter, in 
which Commander Quinn -pledges the 
entire machinery of the legion toward 
the success of the defense day pro- 
gram, followed a recent statement by 
Mr. Quinn in which he also urged full 
cooperation on the part of the le- 
gionnaires. 

“The American Legion stands whote- 
heartedly back of the test of our na- 
tional defense, which is to be made 
on national defens etest day, Sep- 
tember 12,” read the letter to Secre- 
tary Wecks. “The entire machinery 
of the legion will codperate with the 
war department and with other cirie 
and patriotic organizations to make a 
success of this trial of our plans for 
the defense of the nation in time 7 
an emergency. 

“The American Legion is not for- 
getful of the part it played in 1920 
in the adoption of this defense plan. 
It feels that the proposed test of our 
national resources is a wise and nec- 
essary step, that we may know how 
that plan will function. 

“Non-preparedness has been tried. 
The horrible fruits of that lack of 
policy were manifested in the terrible 
loss of life which accompanie our 
slow and painful preparation to play 
our part in the world war.

$100,000 10 CHINA 


Washington, August 14.—The Amer- 
ican Red Cross today cabled $100,000 
for the relief of the victims of the 
floods sweeping several provinces of 
China, Chairman John Barton Payne 
ordered the donation upon receipt of 
a report transmitted through the state 
department at the request of the Red 
Cross by Minister Schurman at Pe- 
king. 

Minister Schurman ‘estimated that 
ten million persons are already affe-t- 
ed by the floods and that $10,000,000 
will be needed for relief work. Emer- 
gency relief measures are being car- 
ried on by various Chinese philan- 
threpic organizations, and the fam‘ne 
relief commission is laying plans to 
meet distress which is sure to follow 
destruction of the crops. 

Estimated funds which may he 
made available through the impusition 
of customs and transportation surtax- 
es, floods relief campaign, ete., would 
total seven and a half million dollars, 
leaving two and a half million dollars 
otherwise to be raised if the situa- 
tion is to be fully met.

Councilmanic investigation of high 
infant mortality rate in Atlanta, of 
the purity of milk supply, and other 
possible causes of infant deaths, will 


‘be inaugurated at the regular meet- 


ing of the sanitary committee of 
ceuncil this afternoon, it was an- 
nounced Thursday by Alderman W. 
B. Duvall, chairman. 

Dr. Duvall pas gathered a mass 
of information bearing on _ infant 
desths during the last two years 
which will be suimitted to the com- 
mittee for consideration. 

The committec’s indorsement of an 
ordinance requiving pasteurization of 
all milk which is «old through a 
“middle man” also is to be asked by 
Dr. Duvall. The alderman said that 
he did not thins it necessary to re- 
quire pasteurizatiem of milk sold di- 
rectly by a dairyman to the con- 
sumer. 

“Many emall dzirymen would be 
put out of busitiess if required to buy 
rosteurization ecnuipment,” Alderman 
Jyhivall said, “and the quality of their 
milk ean be regulated under existing 
ordinances as enforced by the city 
health department. Milk sold at cor- 
ner groceries, Lowever, should be la- 
beled with the Gairyman’s name and 
the date of pasteurization.” 

Scott W. Allen, general manager 
of L. W. Rogers’ chain of neighbor- 
hood groceries, said Thursday that 
his company would favor « uniform 
pasteurization law that would affect 
all alike.
